Das Markgewebe der P. koyaensis ist in der Regel PD + orangerot, was 
durch den Gehalt an Protocetrarsaure bedingt ist. Aber je nach den Exemplaren 
schwankt der Gehalt an letzteren Saure erheblich, ein Zeichen, dass sie ein access- 
orischer Bestandteil ist. 

Extrahiert man Thallus-Fragmente dieser Art mit heissem Benzol und ver- 
dunstet das Extrakt, so erhalt man einen weissen Ruckstand, weicher beim 
Umlosen unter Deckglas auf einem Objekttrager farblose schneeflockenartige 
Gebilde liefert. Einzelne Granulationen wachsen spater strahlig an. Die chemische 
Natur dieser Substanz ist noch unbekannt. Wahrscheinlich gehort sie zur Gruppe 
der Protolichesterinsaure.
